Phone Strike Over;

The telephone strike which has 
paralyzed communications for the 
past month, seems to be settled to- 
day. Phone operators arc back on 
the job in Libertyyille and other 
nearby towns and it is thought that 
only the absence of a telegram from 
union headquarters has kept the lo- 
cal operators frum getting on the 
job here.

He added that it seems as- 
sured that the strike will be com- 
pletely over today and that normal 
service will be resumed tomorrow. 

The settlement is about as was an- 
nounced previously, with the workers 
getting an additional $4 per week. 
Only picket lines of the General elec- 
tric workers, who hafe not settled 
with the company can hinder the 
ending of the strike, now as mem- 
bers of the operators union have said 
that they will not cross picket lines 
of that union. There is no evidence 
of picketing liere, however, and it is 
virtually assured that the service will 
be back to normal sumc^jmc today 
or Friday.

Former Rosecrans Methodist Pastor Gains Fame; 
. Church He Built to Be Made into Apartments 



Two related incidents of unusual 
interest this week to Antioch town- 
ship and vicinity are: 

The conversion of the old Rose- 
crans Methodist church just west of 
Rte. 173 to two two-room apartments 
by T. M. Palaskc, Antioch contractor, 
and — 

An article in the Saturday Evening 
Post, Apr. 20, number, in which Dr. 
Frederick John Cox, former pastor 
of that church, is given much pub- 
licity as the "Pulpit Psychiatrist" of 
Denver, Colo. 

The Rev. Mr. Cox was pastor of the 
Rosecrans church at the time the 
gymnasium was built in 1923 and 
was instrumental in organizing the 
young people in athletics and music. 
He is remembered by the community 
for the way in which he built, up the 
church. 

Said the Post: 

"In 1919, at the age of twenty- 
eight he went to Northwestern uni- 
versity to begin preparation for his 
life's work." (Preaching) 

"A student pastor was sought to 
supply a cross-roads Methodist rural 
church called Roscncrans, in down- 
state Illinois. An appointee was re- 
quired who could lead an orchestra. 
Cox took the job. 

"To Roscncrans he ministered until 
he graduated from Garrett Biblical 



institute three years later. When he 
left, he had a twenty-four piece brass 
band playing at county fairs, a big 
Sunday school orchestra and chorus; 
he also had renovated the church and 
built a community center." 

It was at Roscncrans that Cox met 
Edith Landmark of Chicago, she was 
visiting her uncle in Lake county and 
the young ministerial student was a 
guest at dinner. It was love at first 
sight, and she is now Mrs. Cox. 

Cox' reputation as a psychiatrist 
has gained national fame through his 
work as pastor of the Warren Metho- 
dist church at Denver. Eleven doc- 
tors, all of whom attended his 
church, says he has a remarkable 
understanding of human behavior. 

Earl Henry of Rte. 173 recently 
visited Dr, Cox and testified to his 
success. 

But it is noteworthy that the 
church in which he got his start to 
which he brought success is now a 
thing of the past. 

Palaskc bought the building a year 
ago, but is now getting around to 
remodeling it The gymnasium part 
is being left where it now stands for 
use as apartments, and the church 
part, the exact date of building now 
unknown to the younger generation, 
■ will be moved a short distance away 
{and likewise* made into dwellings.

Meeting The Cost of Illness 

The Research Council for Economic Security has 
made an inclusive factual survey of various plans for 
meeting the cost of illness. In a recent release it com- 
pares three of the most important types of these plans — 
state monopoly, as in Rhode Island: an optional state 
or private system, as in California: and private operation 
under state supervision, as in New Jersey. 

It then makes this rather remarkable finding: 
"It would seem that a state plan, with the advantage 
of largo numbers of members, could provide more bene- 
fits at lower costs to workers.

• COLUMBUS, OHIO. — Ernest 
Wright, n 42-yenr-old mystic with a 
beard and a penchant for preaching 
sermons to chickens, bent his 75- 
ycar-old mother to death with his 
fists and a piece of Iron because 
"her number came up last night," 
he told police, 

"My life is based on a series of 
numbers and mother's number— 709 
—came up last night," he said. 

The number 709 was written on 
the side of a stove from which 
IWright ripped the piece of Iron with 
which he battered his mother, Mrs. 
Lavinia Wright. She was found dead 
in bed from a skull fracture, a 
■brain hemorrhage and broken neck 
after Wright telephoned for police. 

He described himself as a minis* 
ter in the "Church of Christ Camp- 
bellltes," and said he usually went 
nude about the house. His neighbors 
said he sometimes preached ser- 
mons to his flock of chickens. At 
other times, they said, he preached 
from the top of the small house 
where he lived with his aged 
mother. 

Wright told police his mother was 
"a witch— the most powerful witch 
in America." 

"She hod to be eliminated," he 
added simply, 

"When the time come to perform 
the operation, I acted on* schedule " 



Gets Lift Term as Kidnaper; 
Wins Freedom After 14 Years 

JEFFERSON CITY, MO. — Mar- 
shall Depcw, 52, was free 14 yearn 
after he entered Missouri peniten- 
tiary to serve a life sentence for the 
sensational 1031 kidnaping of Mrs. 
Nell Donnelly, Kansas City dress 
manufacturer and later the wife of 
U. S. Sen. James A. Reed. 

Announcing his release, the pa- 
role board said Dcpew had been 
one of the best workers the prison 
ever had. 

Depew was one of three men con- 
victed of kidnaping Mrs. Donnelly 
and holding her for $75,000 ransom. 
She and her chauffeur were re- 
leased unharmed. Dcpew later was 
arrested in South Africa and re- 
turned for trial. His accomplices, 
Charles Mele arid Walter Wener, 
are still In prison.

Reports from all 
parts of the country, In fact, seem to 
Indicate thnt this problem It now 



quite general, and la allowing no Im- 
provement. 

Yet most any farmer can asalat In 
bringing this disease under control 
and add greatly to his milk production 
and profits, If he will take a few 
simple steps and follow them sys- 
tematically. Back of these control 
.measures is the fact that there an 
TWO major causes of mastitis. One 
cause Is bacteria which enter the teat 
canal and ruin the udder. The other Is 
udder Injuries due to accidents or 
wrong mining methods. 

Udder Injuries can be prevented by 
giving cows stalls wide enough and 
long enough to prevent pinching the 
udder when lying down or getting up. 
Also, good bedding and clean floors 
arc very important. 

The germ form of mastitis Is usual- 
ly spread from one cow to another, 
In milking. Therefore, for control, 
the first step Is to have a veterin- 
arian check over the herd, locate the: 
cows which have mastitis, and place 
them at the end of the milking linr 
Then, when cows are dry, proper 
treatment by the "udder Infusion" 
method can save most of them fron 
Irreparable damage, If the Infcctlo 
has not progressed too far. But jur 
one checkup is not enough. The covvt 
should be re-checked at intervals, tc 
ice that the disease has not crept Ir 
again, a control program will pa\ 
real dividends to the farmer. Ir. 
lcrger usefulness from his cows and 
Ir- larger milk production, year after 
year.

animals, livestock raLscra should re- 
member that this disease Is never 
really whipped. 

For Instance, cattle tuberculosis 
has been reduccU to the point where 
no county In the nation has more 



than on a case of Infection In each 
200 cattle. Yet, the disease Is not 
completely eradicated, and periodic 
testing of herd* must ba continued 
for many years more. 

Last year, over 160 head of fine 
pLrebred cattle on a single midwest 
farm were found to bo reactors when 
the veterinarian pave them the tu- 
berculin test. When slaughtered, 
quite a number of theso animals 
| were found to have generalized tu- 
berculosis — this In a locality that 
has been considered "tubcrculosls- 
frcc" for years. 

Swine tuberculosis nffects from 
three to five million hogs each year, 
according to packing house records. 
Swine most frequency contract the 
disease from poultry, and records 
show that more than 20 per cent of 
all poultry flocks in many sections 
of the country nro actively Infected 
with tuberculosis. 

For the protection of human as 
well as animal health, every person 
should do all within his power to 
help win the final battle against the 
"great white plague." whether lt 
exists In humans, in barnyard ani- 
mals or In poultry. Constant vig- 
ilance on the part of every farmer 
will help.
